Magnificent New Building Erected For 
Their Division. 
In its plans for the twenty-third 
annual meet, Oct. 17 to Nov. I, the 
management of th.e State Fair of Tex­ 
as, at Dallas, has been careful to add 
many features of interest to tho la­ 
dies’ department. 
A magnificent new 
building for this department, includ­ 
ing the textile and culinary classes, 
has been erected at a cost of $35,000. 
Built of cement and steel, it is abso­ 
lutely fire-proof, and affords the lib­ 
eral space so richly deserved for the 
exhibition of the handiwork of tho 
women of the south. 
In dimension this new structure is 
150 feet square, divided into the tex­ 
tile, culinary and fine arts depart­ 
ments. The facilities arc double these 
of last year, and in spite of the fact 
that at the fair of 1907 there were 
more than 300 exhibitors in the la­ 
dies’ division, coming from twenty- 
seven different towns in the state of 
Texas, and eleven different states in 
the Union, the number of exhibitors 
this year, it is confidently predicted, 
will be double. 
In this division will be exhibited 
and entered for the prizes offered by 
the management, old ladies’ work, lace 
work, knitting and crochet work, plain 
and fancy sewing, embroidery, deco­ 
rative art, miscellaneous exhibits, chil­ 
dren’s work and basketry.

HOW TO REM OVE STAINS. 


Obstinate Cases Can Be Remedied by 
Following Instructions. 


All stains should be removed be­ 
fore the articles are washed, and the 
sooner the stain is treated the more 
readily it will yield to the treatment. 
Pour boiling water 
through 
fruit 
stains, 
when 
obstinate soak with a 
solution of oxalic aeid. 
Wash pe­ 
troleum ointment stains in alcohol, 
paint in turpentine or alcohol, varnish 
in alcohol, grass 
and 
other green 
staifts in alcohol, kerosene or molas­ 
ses. 
For blood stains use whfte of an 
egg in cold water or spread on raw 
flour paste and spread in the sun. In 
the case of milk, cream sugar or sirup 
stains, soak in cold soft water. 
For 
wheel grease or machine oil stains 
should be rubbed with lard and al­ 
lowed to stand a few moments, then 
they should be washed with soap and 
cold water. 
Tea, 
coffee 
or cocoa 
stains should be removed with boil­ 
ing water, and if obstinate use the so­ 
lution of oxalic acid. 


OEUFS A LA NEIG E. 


Confection That Is Popular with Chefs 
in France. 


Put one pint of milk, the rind of half 
a lemon and half an inch of cinnamon 
stick into a saucepan and bring them 
slowly to boiling point. 
Remove the 
rind and cinnamon stick. 
Put the 
whites of three eggs on a plate and 
the yolks into a basin. Add a pinch of 
salt to the whites, and beat them to a 
very stiff froth. Drop tablespoonfuls ot 
this beaten white into the hot milk 
and poach them slowly for a few min­ 
utes. 
When firm, lift the “snowballs” out 
on to a dish. Add one heaping table­ 
spoonful of sugar to the yolks in the 
basin and mix them well together. 
Pour the milk that is left in the 
saucepan slowly on to these, stirring 
!all the time; return to the saucepan 
and stir carefully over the fire until 
the custard thickens. 
When the custard is cool, pour it 
round the snow' eggs in the dish and 
decorate with a few pieces of glace 
cherries. Any extract or flavoring may 
be added to the milk. 


Cauliflower au Gratin. 
Boil a fine cauliflower tender in 
milk and water mixed in equal propor­ 
tions, and salted. 
Prepare a white 
sauce, diluted with milk to a creamy 
consistency. 
When cooked 
tender, 
break the cauliflower into clusters, put 
a layer into a baking dish, sprinkle 
with grated 
parmesan, and 
moisten 
with sauce. 
Repeat to form a second 
layer. 
Scatter bread crumbs over all, 
and dot with bits of butter. 
Bake 
golden brown. 
Meanwhile prepare a 
garnish of hard-boiled egg in the fol­ 
lowing manner: 
Boil four eggs hard, 
separate the yolks and whites. 
Rub 
the yolks to cream with a bit of but­ 
ter, and season with salt, paprika and 
nutmeg. Add some finely minced bam 
or chicken, and form the mass into 
little balls. When the gratin is baked, 
set the dish in a paper gratin holder, 
and garnish with the tiny egg balls, 
laid on pieces of chopped hard-boiled 
whites, and serve very hot.

Cinnamon Crisps. 
Cream one-half cup butter with one 
of sugar and one teaspoon of cinna­ 
mon, then add one-half cup (or more) 
of sweet milk and two cups of flour, in

State Health 
Officer Brumby Sends 
Physicians to Mexico. 
Austin, 
Tex., 
Aug. 
26.— State 
Health Officer Brumby has sent Dr. 
Lindsay Sm ith of Galveston to Vera 
Cruz and Dr. J. F. Eaves to T am ­ 
pico, Mexico, to watch yellow fever 
conditions in the republic of Mex­ 
ico with a view of protecting Texas. 
Dr. Brumby states that his present 
quarantine is not the strict embargo 
some people im agine; that he has 
introduced a modern double or re­ 
turn card system, 
i t enables the 
department's inspectors 
at 
broder 
entry points to list passengers com­ 
ing to Texas from Mexico and Cuba 
and notify City or County Health 
Officers and special correspondents 
over the State so as to continue the 
observation or espionage 
until 
all 
danger is past. 
Iii this way the pas­ 
senger is not halted and there is a 
minimum danger. 
Regular return 
postal cards are printed and when a 
passenger crosses the border his ad­ 
dress is sent on one of these cards 
to the interior officer or correspond­ 
ent and in tim e this official reports 
to the State Health Officer in this 
city on the return part of the card. 
Dr. Brumby has 5*22 such officials 
and 
correspondents 
organized 
in 
Fexas.
